SOUTH, 
The Earthquake Season—Nature'’s Weather 
Prophets—The Matia-—How Leprosy 
Cameto Europe—“‘The Used-to-Be.”’ 


The article on the new westand the new 
south isone of the most important that has 
been printed in a generation, and coming from 
a republican who never scratched the state and 
national! tickets, it shows there are at work in- 
finences far more potent than the party lash.

Riow vice-president of the ex-Confederate associa- 
tien of Missouri, sit down and talk over the batties 
wf the war, in some of which they were in oppos- 
in arinies, 

When the great deep harbor convention was 
‘he'd in Denver, thore old war days on the Kansas 
and Missonr! border cs 
the deliberations, and saw Judge Emery, of Law- 
rence, and other Kansas men who went through 
the excitement of the border ruffian days, sup- 
porting Texasin that fight. The democrats and 
repubiicans of the west know that the war is over. 
They are tighting, head and hand, for internal im- 
provements. Yet, how strange it all seems, that 
the north, after fighting to save the west from the 
Biave power, and wihile-still taunting the south 
about secession, should now compel this same 
we-tern country to form an alliance with the 
Beuth.

The west and the south arethe great pro- 
ducers and granaries of this country. The 
south has the monopoly of $350;000,000 of cot- 
ton, and the west furnishes the country with 
its gold, silver and breadstuffs, and most of 
the crop.

With control of? the iron industry, 
but now they are losing their grip, and iron is 
coming south.

That section of the republic known as the north 
in the ante-becHum days, is committing political 
Buicide. lier statesmen are igeoerry : & policy, 
that has pot only kept the’soath solid in one po- 
litical faith, but is also alienating the sympathy 
the west onee had forthe east. The war of the 
rebellion made the ‘old north” so rich and power- 
ful that she has become autocratic, haughty and 
dictatorial to the west. The natnral result of all 
this will bea policies alliance between the west 

* and the south. The trans-Mississippi, alone,, is 
still too weak to protect her interests. The south, 
alone, is helpless. Minorities always combine 
azainst the stronger, and the drift of southern and 
western sentiment is toward a closer political 
union between these two rections. The 
trans- Mississippi has so long been compelled 
to humble herself, when asking aid 
from = the national authorities for public 
improvements, that the great west is now known 
as the Ireland of America. The assistance that 
aloes conte is given as crumbs toa beggar. Is it 
any wonder that the west attempted to defeat Mr. 

Reed for speaker of the house, and the cry of the 
as against the ‘‘east’? was raised? If the 
recent reports from the national capital be true, 
the congressinen and senators from the west have 
formed some kind of @n association to protect 
western interests. if the west had combined on 
one man, Reed might have been defeated for 
speaker. This was not a perzonal fight on ‘Mr. 
Reed, but was against the easteru interest he rc p- 
resents. Cannotthe east see the handwriting on 
the wall? The statesmen of that section are fore- 
ing as etional fight, in which they are doomed to 
defeat, for the balance of political power is coming 
westward. : 

The east has forced the issué by refusing to give 
the trans- Mississippi the recognition that is due 
an empire of nearly 29,000,0000 eoplie inthe west. 
Hente it is that the south and the west are coming 
together, for they have many interests in common. 
White the west has been founding commonwealths, 
four of which, Washington, Montana, Dakota and 
South Dakota, have recently been admitted to 
etatchood, the south has been building up from 
the effects of the civil war. That war, from a 
financial and commercial view, simply, was for- 
tunate for the east. The cities of that section 
were not razed, but grew more populous and 
wealthy. The value of the harvest increased. 
The surplus capital and the prosperity was In the 
east, or “old_north” of the war days. The south 
was inruinsand poverity. She had to borrow 
money. The west also required money, for the 
American frontier has aiways been mortgaged 
since the davs when the rate pacer crossed 
the Alleghanies. The east used the money that the 
fortunes of war had cast into her coffers, to mort- 

sage the west and south. The mortgagor has the 
advantage of the mortgagee, and hence the east 
and its Wal! street influence have dictated Aweri- 
ean poiitics since the war, it matters not whether 
a republican or a democrat occupied the white 
house. These moncy lenders have controlled the 
finances through political machinations and in- 
trigue, Notwithstanding the fact that money was 
made easier, the south and thq west, with an 
energy unequalled in history, have been meeting 
tirese obligations and becoming more independent, 
yet Wall street never failed to demand its “pound.

The Earthquake Season—Nature’s Weather 
Prophets. 

Nature has her weather prophets, of whom 
the wild goose isone of the best known. Even 
insqcts seem to be forewarned of impending 
danger and flee the river banks in advance of 
a flood. “On the night before’ the 
upheavel of Mount Jorullo,”’ says 
Felix Oswald in Lippincott’s, ‘in the up- 
lands of Michoacan, cattle were heard rushing 
down the slopes of the sierra in headlong 
haste. The tidal waves that frequently 
ascend the valley of the Amazon for a distance 
of sixty miles are often announced by the 
yelping of female bush-dogs driving their pup- 
pies from the neighborhood of the endangered 
river-shore; and gnats, spiders and certain 
reptiles often appear in unusual numbers a 
few hours before the outbreak of a summer 
storm. The weather foresight of insects is 
shared by migratory birds, and undoubtedly 
also by many species of mammals; but, on the 


whole, a comparison of their prophetic in-* 


stincts appears to illustrate the truth of the 
naturalist Oken’s remark that the most help- 
less creatures are best al®e to recognize the 
omens of danger.” 

But man, by the slower process of reason, is 
at last going further than the instincts of ani- 
mals, and now ke has succeeded, not only in 
locating the earthquake season, but in point- 
ing out with some degree of authority and rea- 
son its regular sequence upon the season of 
floods. Concerning earthquakes, Mr. Oswald 
makes these interesting observations: 

‘The cause of earthquakes .has.as yet not 
been nag gr by any completely satisfactory 
theory, but the progress in the systematic 
study of their phenomena has more than once 
been attested by their successful prediction. 
About seven years ago, Professor ginotti, 
of Palermo, called attention to the curious fact 
that aconsiderable plurality of the most’ de- 
structive earth-waves have reached what 
might be called their tidal maximum during

ern Mexico. ‘“‘In the northern hemisphere,” 
explains the Palermo observer, ‘‘floods 
and inundations occur chiefly in spring, and 
by slow infiltration reach the hea rocks of 
the nether world about fotirmonths later, with 
results thatcan be realized by pouring water on 
a heap of gravel covering a substratum of red 
hot iron ores.”’ ‘“‘The moisturé of heavy spring 
rains,’’ he adds, ‘‘is mostly absorbed by abun- 
dant woodlands, and it is a noteworthy fact 
that in the Mediterranean coast regions earth- 
quakes have become much more frequent since 
the disappearance of the primeval forests.” 
The rule of the fifteen. weeksis, moreover, 
confirmed by the*suggestive exception that on 
the other side of the equator the period of 
greatest disturbance occurs between March 
and Jure—i.e.. about four months after the 
spring rains of the southern hemisphere.” 

The more we find out about the secrets of 
nature, and the better we understand the won- 
derful plan by which she does her ponderous 
work, the more do we realize the danger of 
interference with any part of the machinery 
she has provided. 

It has long been known that those countries 
which stripped themselves of the garment of 
foliage in which nature clothed them,{were 
surely visited by destructive fioods and long, 
disastrous periods of drouth. Now since the 
sequence of earthquakes upon the floods has 
been discovered,‘ and pretty conclusively 
proved by the difference of the earthquake 
seen in the northern and southern hemis- 
pheres, corresponding to the difference of the 
flood seasons of the northern and southern 
halves of the globe, it has been realized that in 
those countries where the destruction of the 
forests was followed by disastrous floods, 
earthquakes have also become more frequent. 
If in the ages to come the whole earth’s sur- 
face should be denuded of its forest covering 
there is notelling what destructive energies 
would be developed under the crust by the 
steaming and bursting voleanos, while the, 
floods on the exterior were intensifying their 
work of erosion. 

The value of long and patient observation of 
nature’s work is shown by the correct conclu- 
sions reached by the uninstructed natives of the 
tropics:

‘*‘Experience (has also established the fact 


that carthquakes generally the obstruction of 
the volcanic vents (indicated by the subsi- 
dence of the volcanic smoke-clouds), and are 
frequently preceded by a peculiar hazy ap- 
pearance of the atmesphere—a phenomenon 


which on the eve of the Charleston catastro- 
phe was observed throvghout the southern 


ecast-lands from Roanoke to Savannah. In 
Central America, where -earthquakes are 
almost-as frequent as moral shocks in Chicago, 
the natives have learned to read the signs of 
the sky with remarkable exactness. They are 
mostly unable to explain the premises 
of their conclusions,”’ says the director of the 
observatory at San Salvador, ‘“‘but their prog- 
nosis is rarely at fault. ‘There will be ancther 
earthquake tonight,’ they will remark, with 
the confidence of long experience, and within 
a few hours after sunset the rattling of my in- 
struments generally attest the correctness of 
the conjecture.”’ 

“Systematic observation, however, might 
eventually reveal the principle of such augu- 
ries. A few years ago the captain of the Ger- 
man cruiser Albatross had droppe}ghis anchor 
in the offing of a little harbor in *¥e Solomon 
islands, when one of his men told jm thatthe 
crew of a native fishing-smack Mad warned 
them that there was going to be Tn ngly gale 
before morning. There was not acloud on the 
sky, but about an hour after midnight. the pre- 
dicted storm burst with appalling fury; and 
a year- after a similar experience reminded 
the commander of the same vessel that 
on both occasions the: sun had set in 
a sky suffused with a pecuiiar yellgvish,rather 
than reddish, hue. Spanish satlors have a 
special word for the intermittent gusts of air— 
sometimes alternating with minutes. of abso- 
lute atmospheric stagnation—which often pre- 
cedes the storms of the tropics, and mountain- 
eers know that the atmospheric conditions pre- 
ceding a heavy rain appear to deepen the tints 
of distant obiects and thus reduce their appa- 
rent distance without laproying the clearness 
of their outlines.”’ 


The 4lilitia. 

Captain Daniel M. Taylor,,of ‘the ordnance 
department of the United States army, in his 
Cosmopolitan article, looks to the training and 
enlarging of the militia rather than to an in- 
crease of the standiug army for the prompt 
mobilization of a large force in the first weeks 
of a foreign war. 

After calling attention to the absurd statue 
a hundred years old, which still réquires the 
militiaman to equip himself with a flint lock, 
powder horn and other accoutrements of revo- 
lutionary times,Captain Taylor gives his idea of 
what could and ought to be done with the 
milita. 

It will be seen, from what has gone before, that 
Knox's idea of having the United States furnish 
uniforms, arms, and oguPrens, is today being 
carried out to a limited extent, the present annual 
appropriation of four hundred thousand dollars 
being altogether inaduquate for the purpose, and 
that his idea—and that of the board of which 
Seott was presidenté&of the Cnited States paying 
the expenses of the camps of instruction, as weil 
as the creation of the office of adjutant-general of 
the militia, are seeds which have not yet germi- 
nated. Asaresult, while our people are natur- 
ally among the mot military in existence, we 
have asagrand total for the militia about one 
hundred and six thousand men, and this includes 
gcood, bagl and indifferent; and, while the effi- 
ciency @ militia is undoubtedly rapidly increas- 
ing, it iSmot thought that we could gather, in the 
event of sudden necessity, more than 50,000. men 
for immediate service. And this with a popula- 
tion of over 60,000,000! 

It is estimated by a well-informed writer in the 
Fortnightly Review. that France can put 750,000 
men in the field in six days, and it fs understood 
that M. de Freycinet proposes to so multiply the 
railway lines leading toward the German frontier 
as to throw 400,000 men on that frontier within 
forty-eight hours. The English intelligence de- 
partment estimates that Gerinany can have 2,0§2,- 
878 men on the march to the French frontier in 
ten days from the giving of the order for mobili- 
zation. The figures show the importance attached 
by these governments to promptitudein gétting 
the first troops into the field. 

Within one year from the time when the present 
more liberal law went into effect, the active, or- 
ganized, uniformed militia increased by nearly ten 
thousand, and there would appear to be no reason 
to doubt that further liberality on the part of the 
general government will be followed by equally 
good results. The state of New York pays annu- 
ally for her militia about the same amount as the 
general government appropriates for the militia of 
all the states and territories, In view of the facts 
that our little régular army is so scattered as to 
render it useless for immediate werk; that 
the dominion of Canada has a militia force of 
about thirty thousand along our north- 
ern frontier; thatthe home garrisons of Great 
Britain cou!d’be thrown on the shores of Lake On- 
tario in less than a fortnight, and an army of her 
veteran, troops from India to Winnipeg in little 
over a month; that Great Britain has over a hun- 
dred war vessels whose draught will allow them to 
passthe St. Lawrence system of canals tothe 
great lakes, where the majesty of our naval power 
is represented by one vessel of an antiquated type, 
and that—as Colonel Maurice, of the Royal Artil- 
lery, has shown—in modern warfare it isthe rule 
for actual hostilities to precede a declaration of 
war—in view of all this, is it not the part of wis- 
dom for the general government to encourage by 
liberal appropriations and all other means si- 
ble such increase of the volunteer militia as-will 
render it certain that when the call to arms shall 
sound, at least one hundred thousand well- 


armed, thoroughly-equipped, well-disciplined,

When Did Leprosy Come From Europe. 
We have no certain knowledge as to the 


' manner in which leprosy was conveyed into 


Europe, says the Fortnightly Review, but 
there is evidence to the effect that in the last 
century B.C., the disease had established itself 
in the Roman empire. Its subsequent spread 
throughetit . Europe can be easily accounted 
for; wherever the Roman eagles went, the 
germs of the disease would necessarily accom- 
pany them. From this source Spain, France 
and Germany sooner or later became infected, 
and, although there are no records which en- 
able us to trace the progress of the malady in 
Europe during several hundreds of years after- 
ward, the steps that were taken to check its 
spread in the seventh and following centuries 
sufficiently indicate the alarming frequency of 
the disease, and the virulent character it had 
assumed. 

Leper-hospitals would appear to have been 
established in Norway somewhat later than in 
other European countries. History tells us 
that in the kish kingdom these institu- 
tions were founded in the eighth and ninth 
centuries,in Ireland about the year 869, in 
Spam in 1007, in England in the eleventh cen- 
tuary, in Scotland and the Netherlands in the 
twelfth, and in Norway in the thirteenth cen- 
tury. During and after the Crusades leprosy 
spread with extraordinary rapidity, and leper- 
hospitals were rapidly multiplied all over Eu- 
rope. Itis estimated thatin the twelfth cen- 
tury there were two thousand such hospitals 
in France a!one, and nineteen thousand in the 
whole of Christendom. So terrible were 
the ravages of the disease that it 
seemed as though some altogether new 

jague had been sent to punish mankind. In- 

eed, some historians have asserted that the 
leprosy of the middle ages was -introduced for 
the first time from the east by those who re- 
turned from the crusades. As a matter of fact, 
however, leper hospitals existed in England 
some years before any of the crusaders retraced 
their steps westward.. Thesoldiers of the cross 
doubtless brought with them many cases of 
severe leprosy, and an extremely virulent form 
thus became engrafted upon the disease al- 
ready prevalent throughout Europe.—The 
Fortnightly Review.

ONE WEEK WITH CRIMINALS OF 
THE CITY COWRT. 


A Gossipy Description of the Workings of 
the Machinery of the Law as Observed 
by One Who Suffered on the Jury. 


A’ wWeek-on the jury. 

The city court jury at that, and— 

Of Fulton county! 

Some rare experiences were crowded into 
these five short days. 

Monday morning bright and early we were 
all there. We, the jury, ready to promise to 
try such cause according to the law ancevi- 
dence in the case, so help us God! 

In nothing else are thé old formsand ex-. 
pressions of Mother England preserved as they 
are in the law courts. These quaint old forms 
are amusing to one who takes the picturesque 
side of them, and frequently the very dignity 
they are supposed to uphold is undermined by 
their very ridiculousness. 

‘“‘Hfere’s a juror who was ten minutes late, 
please your honor.” 

“Well, sir, what excuse have you to offer ?’’ 

“The only clerk I had was sick, and then I 
am not an American citizen, your honor.’’ 

“Your last excuse let’s you off from jury 
duty, but you should respect’ the mandates of 
the laws of the land. Let the juror pay a fine 
of five doliars.”’ . 

And so—although excused from duty—he 
was subject to a tine for not being in time to 
render his excuse. 

Judge Van Epps on the bench, grave and 
dignitied, as becomes a dispenser of justice.

Friday is the last day, but not the last day 
of the week.

During the week the court has had a five 
hours’ session each day, five days, twenty-five 
hours all told. During that time there have 
been forty or fifty cases disposed of, and the 
jail is leaner, while the chaingang has fat- 
tened up appreciably. 

The end comes at last, as the hour-hand 
reaches two, and the court is declared ad- 
journed for the term. 

For the first time during the week the jurors 
show symptoms of activeinterest. Heretofore 
fhey have been quiet and unobtrusive gravity 
personified. . 

But now all is changed. 

They crowd around Dr. Holliday as if they 
fear his life is in danger, and they are his pro- 
tectors. Eagerly they follow him to the 
clerk’s office, where he hands each of them a 
little slip of paper, and these are passed over 
to Miss Mildred, who kindly cashes them. 

Dollar a day, five dollars, hard earned 
keenly appreciated. 

Meanwhile the loafing crowd is pouring out 
of the doors of that old stuffy, close, crowded 
and ill-ventilated court room, where a man’s 
sensibilities suffer martyrdom. . 

And thus endeth the chapter of a week on 
the jury.

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THE HOTEL ANDREWS. 


The Magnificent Inn that Will Soon Be Open 
to the Public. 

LA GRANGE, Ga., February 28.—[Special.]— 
The booming of cannon announced.the begin- 
ning of the work of demolishing the old struc- 
ture known as the Holmes hotel—not that the 
old was loved less, but the new. was desired 
more. It has been nine or ten months since 
that good work was begun. “Today, the Hotel 
Andrews lifts its magnificent proportions to 
the sky, and inside its capacious walls an army 
of plasterers is at work, finishing the rooms. 
Within two months’ time, it is believed that 
its wide and hospitable doors will be thrown 
open for the reception of guests. 

With pencil and note-book, a representative 
of Tuk ConsTITUTION went through the new 
erection the other day, chaperoned by the gen- 
tleman'’ who is thus staking his thousands 
upon LaGrange’s future. Save the building 
of the cotton factory, nothing that has peen 
done within a decade has contributed more to 
give LaGrange a splendid reputation abroad 
and to attractto herthe gaze of the great 
world, than this fine caravansary. Mr. An- 
drews has not only made a good investment, 
but has done our city a vast nefit, which she 
is not slow toappreciate. 

The new hotel] fronts on Mainstreet, through 
which flows the stream of travel and com- 
merce. It is on the direct route to the depots 
and only a few paces from the public square. 
It has 104 feet front, and runs ‘dack, at the 
northern end, sixty-six feet, and at the south- 
ern extremity seventy-six feet. The founda- 
tion walls are of rock, and extend four feet, 
well down into the clay. The lower brick 
walls aré sixteen inches in thickness, the 
upper, twelve. The building is three stories 
in height—forty feet from base to parapet. 

n the center you enter 
grand lobby, floored with marble tiling and 
finished in beautiful style. Its width is 
twenty-five and length fifty-seyen feet, and 
the ceiling, (there is no plastering overhead 
throughout the whole building) is fifteen feet 
high. It is flanked on the right by two hand- 
some ®ftices, 18x30 feet which will be rented to 
professfonal men, and on the left by the 
shaving saloon, 15x30 feet.

A spacious billiard room, 26x40 feet joins the 
lobby and is entered from it by wide doors. 
On the opposite or north side, are the barber 
shop and gentlemen’s closets. A hall leads to 
the sample room, 16x30 feet, on the right. The 
dining room, which isin the rear, and 30x40 
feet in size, is reached from the 
lobby by a glass covered Way. 
A d stairway also ] to 
the ladies’ lobby or arcade above. From this, 
as a center, radiate the halls that lead to the 
various rooms on that floor. At the head of 
the ladies stairway are the handsome parlors, 
which look out upon Main street, and are most 
delightfully and conveniently situated. <A 
— will divide the front from the main 
obby, making a cool, breezy summer parlor 
aiid opening outinto the veranda in front. 
Back of the lobby is the conservatory. Here 
all beautiful plants will refresh the vision. It 
will be amply lighted and will be a pleasant 
At the landing of the 
grand stairway there will bean ornamental 
window, which will add much to the general 
effect of the interior. On this floor is the linen 
room, & ladies bath room and closets. 

The rooms on all the floors are thirty-five in 
number. All are well ventilated, and will be 
beautiful with marble mantles and hearths. 
Closets large enough to stow away a saratoga 
trunk, and nearly as large as a dressing room 
are connected with the various bed-rooms.

Vhat does this show ? 

Undoubtedly that Mr. Northen is in the 
swing, : 39 to speak, and that. as the gubernato- 
rialcampaign begins to warm up, he enters 
with an advantage in his. favor, which will 
mean 2 great deal to him as the contest pro- 
LeSses. i 

Of thirteen hundred citizens ‘interviewed, 
Mr. Northen is first choice of over three hun- 
dred, the remaining preferenced being dis- 
tributed among about twenty gentlemen. Mr. 
duBignon. comes second with 108, not- 
withstanding the fact that he 
has announced positively that he will not. 
be in the race. Tiiis speaks volumes for Mr. 
duBignon’s strength, and demonstrates con- 
clusively that, had he allowed the use of his 
name, he would have been a formidable com- 
petitor for the next governorship. Indeed, the 
strength that Mr. duBignon has developed is 
not less notable than that of Mr. Northen, for 
those that announce for the brilliant young 
president of the senate do so in the face of his 
positive withdrawal from the race, while Mr. 
Northen’s strength is the result of an avowed 
candidacy of several months’ standing. du- 
Bignon shows a strong following in every part 
of the state, and itis noticable that his sup- 
porters are from among the most active political 
intiuences in the state. 
£ As this canvass was made by our correspond- 
eutsin the towns and cities, it is wary of 
note that Mr. Northen, an alliance man, has 
developed the strongest following with the 
element with which it was generally presumed 
he would not be a¥strong as other candidates. 
Another striking feature about Mr. Northen’s 
strength is the fact that it comes from all parts 
of the state. Itis as strong in south Georgia 
asitis in north Georgia, and scarcely less 
strong in either section than in that in which 
he lives-—-middle Georgia. 

Mr. Blount conies next with 93, and then 
Jion. J. C. C. Black, of Augusta, and the lat- 
ter’s strength is scattered throughout the state. 
Steve Clay bobs up serenely, and General 
Evans is mentioned quite frequently. Major 
Bacon's popularity asserts itself, and Colonel 
Livingston chimes in with 55 votes, about 
one-sixth of the strength developed by 
Mr. Northen, which means a great deal, 
because Messrs. Northen and Livingston 
are the only two alliancemen that haxe 
been prominently mentioned for governor. 
Mr, Livingston is president of the alliance, and 
has spoken in almost very county in Georgia. 
He has never announced his candidacy, but it 
is generally believed that he is in the race. 

The question is, will Livingston agd 
Northen harmonize? and, if not, when will

Mr. Livingston defeat Mr. Northen, and, if he 
can. will he do so? ‘ 

Our own John Thomas Glenn develops suf- 
ficient strength to make him a dark horse of 
considerable proportions, and it might be well 
for the public to keep its eye en John Thomas. 
He may be heard from iater. He is not now a 
candidate, but he has made'a mighty good 
mayor, and his friends think he would make’a 
Yetter governor. 

About the Second Choice, 

It will be observed in the reports of the first 
choice of the citizens interviewed that a great 
mauy of them favor men from their own local- 
ity-—their congressmen, for instance. Conse- 
quentiy, their second choice is to a certain ex- 
tent equivalent to first, and the fact that 
Mr: Northen is by far ahead as second choice, 
receiving over 200 votes, emphasizes what we 
have said before about the significance of his 
Support.

The. company ownd the water power of the 
Chattahooehee river at Columbus, and cross 
that stream With two immense dams, which 
give a total water poWerin the lowest river 
stage of 4,000 or 5,000 horse power, which is 
increased during the fall winter and spring 
months to 10,000 horse power.

The mills of the Muscogee Manufacturing 
company are justabove the Eagle and Phenix, 
on the same fast-flowing river, and have 
three large mills, which gives employ- 
ment to 500 operatives. They employ 250- 
horse power, and run on full time. he capi- 
tal of the company is $157,500. The products 
of the mills are colored and fancy goods, 
known alloverthecountry for their superiority.

of the leading spirits in southern cotton manu- 
facturing, and to his indomitable pluck and 
excellent judgment is due ina large measure 
the success of this mammoth enterprise. He 
possesses peculiar fitness for his position in con- 
sequence of his large experience. 

The Pardgon Manufacturing. company, now 
a part of the Muscogee company, is one of the 
handsomest plants I ever saw. It is an 
attractive buildin of modern design, 
two stories, 6x225 in dimensions, 
It gives employment to 150 operatives and 
runs 129 looms. As will appear the work done 
by this company is weaving, and in this is con- 
sumed 9,000 pounds of cotton per week. The 
company has a capital of $50,000 and has been 
successfully managed from its organization. 
Mr. W. A. Swift, the president, is a young 
man of decided experience in manufacturing, 
having inherited much of his father’s talent 
and industry. Under his judicious manage- 
ment the company has been so wonderfully 
successful that extensive additions are being 
contemplated. 

The Swift Manufacturing company is beau- 
tifully located, directly upon the line of the 
Savannah and Western railroad, in the north- 
east portion of the city. The plant is a hand- 
some brick building, four stories, 76x140, with 
a one-story, modern weave shed 90x125, be- 
sides dye house, picker, engine, boiler and 
cloth rooms, all brick and modernin arrange- 
ment and finish. This mill is run by steam, 
the motive power being three batteries of Bab- 
cock & Wilcox water tube safety boilers of 
550 horse power, and one pair of automatic 
cut-off engines of 350 horse power, built by the 
Providence Steam Engine company, 
of Providence, ae This mill 
has 8,000 spindles and 346 gingham 
and eighteen quilt looms. Besides, it has 
Howard & Bullough’s latest improved revoly- 
ing flat cords, electric drawing, slubbing and 
intermediate frames, making a model mill for 
the manufacture of cotton goods. The cele- 
brated Mitcheline bed-spreads, which has such 
a wide reputation in all parts of the country 
fortheir artistic designs, embossed figures, 
beautiful combination of colors, and more 
especially their durability and comfort, are 
manufactured by this mill. These -spreads 


took first premium at the cotton exposition in . 


New Orleans in 1886. Th's company is one of 
the most sucessful cotton manufacturies in 
south, and has a capital stock 
200,000. All goods made by 
mill are distinctive for their 
smooth finish and durable texture, a source of 
congratulation to Captain G@. M. Williams 
president, a gentleman in whom is combined 
to a striking degree all the elements of suc- 
cess, and to whose fine judgment, with thatof 
Mr. J. P. Kyle, secretary and treasurer, is due 
the present excellent financial condition of 
the company. 

The Clegg Manufacturing company is a new 
addition to the excellent cotton mills that dis- 
tinguish Columbus, and is aperated under a 
capital of $36,000. It has a substantial brick 
building of two stories, 50x100, besides dye 
and dry houses.

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IT PAYS TO LEND MONEY TO A 
PEACH ORCHARD. 


‘One Crop Will Pay Principal and Interest— 
Judge Cunningham Tells What 
Profit There Is in Peaches. 


The juicy Georgia peach, which is so luscious 
that it keeps you wiping off your chin, has 
made several big fortunes and filled out the 
skeleton of many an emaciated pocketbook. 

“T would rather lend money to a peach or- 
chard than put it out amywhere else,” said 
Judge John D. Cunningham, president of the 
Georgia Fruit Growers society, when he got 
through telling why the crop could not have 
been killed. ‘‘A peach orchard is « good in- 
vestment if it never makes but one crop. I 
would be satisfied with that, though, of 
course, I would not mind having a 
few more. One crop will pay for the land, 
the cultivation, the trees afd evervthing else.”’ 

‘*‘What does it cost to makea peach orchard.”’ 

‘“T am planting 10,000 trees in Cobb county, 
and will plant 20,000 more this fall. It will 
cost me about $1,000 to plant the 10,000, or 
about 10 cents a tree, in addition to the cost of 
the land, clearing and farming. In smaller 
lots it would cost more; alot of 1,000 would 
probably cost 15 cents each.”’ 

‘‘And what isa tree worth to you in a good 


crop year ?”’ 


‘are about 150 trees to the acre.”’ 

By this time there were peachesin_ the air 
and a peach-blow tint on the horizon. I caught 
the odor of Elbertas and felt their fuzon my 
lips, but the judge continued. 

“Yes,” said he smiling, “I would rather 
lend money to a pach orchard than anything 
else. A man should not put his money in 
peaches unless he has no use for it for five 
years. If he has asurplus and wants to lend 
it out that is the best place I know. I put 
my surplus there.” 

‘‘How many peach trees have you?” 

“Near Griflin, thirty or forty thousand ;, then 
I have planted ten thousand in Cobb county. 
This fall I will plant twenty thousand more 
there. My object in that is to extend the 
season. There is a demand later than I 
oan supply from my Griffin orchards. By go- 
ing up to Cobb, I will get about two weeks 
extension of the time in ripening season and 
equally as fine fruit.” oh 

“I think the table land of Geoigia, between 
Forsyth and Cartersville produces the finest 
peaches I ever saw. I have seen some very 
fine ones from the region between Adairsville 
and Missionary Ridge, but as a ruleI do not 
think a limestone country will produce good 
peaches. ‘There is something in the soil and 
climate of the middle Georgia granite region 
that give them superior flavor.”’ 

Pausing a thoughtful moment he said: 

“The trouble with some peach growers 1S 
that they dig a hole, put in a peach tree, cover 
it up and expect it to bear. hey think they 
know all about peaches, but find themselves 
very much mistaken. I have been in the bus- 
iness since 1868, and Iam continually learning. 

I suppose my son, who is interestod with me, 
and has for years had the management of our 
largest orchard, is the most expert orchard 
man in the state, and he tells me that he learns 
something about peaches almost every day. 

“Tt takes six men todo my tree planting. 
One goes along and picks up the ground 
loosely, another follows and shovels the earth 
out, a third, with a long crowbar, breaks up 
the bottom and sides of the hole as deep as he 
can in every direction, a fourth, with a grub- 
bing hoe, after putting in the hole abouta 
pound of pure ground bone or high-grade acid 
phosphate, finishes breaking up the sides all 
round, and two more men come along with the 
tree, one shoveling out the dirt, andthe other 
putting in the tree. Then the~earth is 
sifted among the roots, and when 
the hole is full, you can _ hardly 
move the trees even before the dirt is packed, 
the earth being so well settled among the 
roots. 

‘‘Before the planting, I break up the ground 
five furrows on each side of the row, first with 
a two-horse turn-plow, then following with a 
subsoiler. That breaks the ground a foot or 
more deep, and the effect is almost the same 
as if it had been trenched.”’ 

‘‘A bout transportation ?”’ 

“There is a great deal to say about that. 
‘Last year we had to pay a freight of $175 per 
ear load to New York and_e then 
pay $100 to the Refrigeracor Car company. 
There is no need of that if we could 
get all the ice we need. I can take a box car 
and make a good refrigerator out of it with 
$150, by tacking carpet lining to the sides, 
covering that with tongued and grooved plank, 
leaving an airspace and sealing the inside. 
No patent, in my opinion, is worth a cent for 
preserving fruit, unless the car carries four 
tons of ice. My idea is tomake an ice-box 
running down the middle of the car and rising 
to the roof, so the car can beiced from the top. 
Of course the bottom and top of the car must 
be made non-conductors like the sides. A 
great tronble last year was that we could not 
getice for love or money, when we most 
needed it. 

“Tf we can get a fifty-five hour schedule to 
New York and Chicago we won’t need any re- 
frigerator cars; ventilators will do. The 
schedule the Richmond and Danville prom- 
ised us last year would do, but it was not run 
regularly.”’ 

“What about other fruits?” 

“T lost about $1,000 experimenting with 
pears, and about $1,000 experimenting with 
apples. I never lost any money on grapes.”’ 

A Chapter on Wine. 

“What can be done with wine? Do you 
think Georgia cam make it pay like peaches ?’’ 

‘Wine in Georgia ferments and makes the 
drunk come. . In my opinion the best wines of 
Europe comes from the country through which 
the Rhine and its tributaries flow. In their 
cellars wine is kept as cool, or cooler, than 
our spring water, andin that temperature it 
undergoes a slow fermentation for several 
years. The resultis that there is very little 
alcohol init. You may drink wine all day in 
Paris and not feel any more exhilaration than 
if you had taken a cup of tea. You 
may drink enough to make you sick, but not 
enough tomake you drunk. Bring that wine 
to America and it will undergo a second fer- 
mentation, and the same quantity will make 
you drunk enough to fight. In Europe a man 
keeps his wine in a cellar; it does not remain 
in a warm place, and whén a bottle is brought 
up it is so cool that you do not need any ice. 
That is the trouble about wine-making in this 
country. They say wine is adulterated, but 
the trouble is that it undergoes a second fer- 
mentation and generates a great deal of al- 
cohol.’’ 

Turning to a maf of the world, he said: 

‘What is the latitude of Georgia? Thirty at 
the Florida line. Say thirty-three for this lo- 
cality. That line runs through Tripoli and 
northern Egypt in Africa. Now see what is 
the latitude of Paris. About fifty—the line 
which passes through New Foundland, in 
British America. Now you see the trouble is 
in the climate. 

‘I have thought aman might establish an im- 
mense wine press in the mountains of north 
Georgia, where the wine could be stored in those 
cool caves. The grapes could be grown in 
middle Georgia and shipped there, or the juice 
might be shipped there in refrigerator cars. 


middle of Georgia, and with a little aid from 
refrigeration the temperature could be kept 
right with very small expense. It would, in 
my opinion, require a temperature of about 
fifty-tive degrees. On that plana wine press 
in middle Georgia might & success, pro- 
vided the wine was not allowed to ferment 
again before using it. 

‘‘Wine then would not be a hurtful drink. 
In Europe they drink much more than we.

Supervisor Thibadeau Has a Word to Say 
to Would-Be Enumerators— Facts of Inter- 
eat About the Third Georgia District. 


On the sécond day of June, the army of 
census enumerators will march forth to begin 


the work of taking the eleyenth census of the | 


United States of America. 


A great work is this,and one of vast im- {| 


portance to the country. ' 

How is it to be done ? is a question frequently 
asked. Of the general method of taking the 
census, the readers of Tue ConsrTiTuTION 
have already been informed. There are some 
special features which are new to this particu- 
lar census—special lines to which the super- 
visors will pay especial attention—but so far 
as the mere enumeration of the people is con- 
cerned, the plan pursued will be practically 
the sameé as in the previous census. 

The law covering this census is pronounced 
the most complete possible, covering every 
point upon which statistics will be either inter- 
esting or valuable. 

“T have studied the matter pretty close,’’ said 
Supervisor Thibadeau, of this district; ‘‘and I 
believe this census will be in every respect the 
most complete ever takeninthis country. You 
know I have not as yet been ‘confirmed, sol 
am able to give you nothing official; but from 
the press accounts of the law and of the plans 
of the work, I believe it could not‘possibly be 
improved upon.” 

‘‘Have you had many applications for posi- 
tions under you?”’ 

‘“‘T suppose I have had three thousand. 
Fifty of these have been from ladies, but the 
law makes their appointment impossible.”’ 

Of Interest to Applicants. 

Mr. Thibadeau was asked to farnish for pw®- 
lication some information concerning this, the 
third, district of Georgia. This information 
will be found in the following letter: 

ATLANTA, Ga., February 26, 1890.—Editors 
Constitution. Gentlemen: In compliance with 
your request that I furnish for publication 
through the columns of your paper informa- 
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tion relative to tho third census district, I have 
to say that the third census district of Georgia 
as constituted, I learn, is composed of twenty 
counties. ‘I have hastily prepared a district

militia district lines, and perhaps at hand 


minor matters. The district has an area of 
about 6,784 square miles. The railroad mile- 
age, exclusive of yard tracks, side tracks and 
street railroads, is 635 miles, and inclades the 
names of thirteen railroads. All county sites 
are accessible by railroads; also a majority of 
other towns of note in the district. The mile- 
age of water courses denominated rivers flow- 
ing through the district and in part forming 
its boundary lines, is about 580 miles. 

There are of all classes 247 post offices, 
thirty-one of which are money order officesand 
one free delivery office. According to the 
tenth census (1880) the district was creditéd 
with a population of 285,952. By adding to 
these figures a moderately, estimated percent- 
age of increase in the poulation for the ten 
years about ending, will, in order to meet the 
requirements of law provided for taking the 
eléventh census, justify the supervisor in 
appointing eighty-two (82) field men, denomi- 
natedenumerators. Shuuld the appéinment 
of this number be permitted by the depart 
ment at Washington, they (the enumerators) 
will be apportioned among ‘the counties of the 
district as follows: Butts two (2), Campbell 
three (3), Carroll four (4), Clayton two (2), 
Coweta five (5), Douglas two (2), DeKalb 
four (4), Fulton (19), Fayette two (2), Gwin- 
ette five (5), Henry four (4), Jackson four (4), 
Jasper three (3), Morgan four (4), Newton four 
(4), Oconee two (2), Putnam four (4), Rockdale 
two (2) Spalding three (3), Walton four (4) 


Counties will be subdivided into enumerating | 


divisions withont regard to established militia 
district lines, each to be equal as to number of 
inhabitants, or as nearly so asthe supervisor 
may be able to make them. Applications for 
appointiment to position of. enumerator should 
be in writing, addressed to the supervisor of 
census, third district of Georgia, Atlanta, 
Georgia. The applicant must be a citizen of 
and reside in the county to which he asks.ap- 
pointment. He should state his age, oceupa- 
tion and postoffice address, and haye the in- 
dorsement of responsible citizens, as to his 
moral character, habits of sobriety and special 
fitness for the wark. All applications must be 
signed with the full name of the applicant, 
and those not in the handwriting of the appli- 
cant will not be considered by the supervisor. 
Ladies will not be appointed to position of 
enumerator. Commissions to enumerators 
will be issued about April 15th, possibly later. 

A national cencus is a matter which con- 
cerns all classes of people, not alons in the 
enumeration of inhabitants, but in all special 
lines of inquiry. Accurate results only can be 
of value and interest to the citizens of a coun- 
try. Trusting to receive material assistance - 
from the citizens generally throughout the 
district, a judicious selection of assistants, 
coupled with his personal attention to every de- 
tail of the. work, the supervisor .hopes to be 
enabled to forward to the department at 
Washington reports acceptable in every essen- 
tial particular, creditable to the district as 
well as to all who may have been engaged in 
the work.

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BISMARCK VERY FRIENDLY TO- 
WARDS THE VATICAN. 


THE NEW SCHEME HE IS WORKING 


For the Purpose of Retaining His Grip—Cath- 
olic Property te Be Returned to the 
Church, and the Schools Re-opened. 


Beri, March 7.—{Copyrighted 1890 
by the New York Associated’ Press.]— 
By the resuits of second ballots reported to- 
day the disastrous defeat of the cartel coalition 
is confirmed and the figures put in stronger 
light the triumph of the liberals and socialists. 
Four districtsin this city, in which. the first 
canvass was undecided, have now béen carried 
by German liberals. The first, Sturns Fraeger ; 
the second, Virchow; the third, Munckel; the 
fifth, Bumbach. All these are men whose 
presence in the reichstag gives luster to that 
body. 
tricts the socialists headed the poll on the first 
ballots, their defeat now is only 
due to the combination of other par- 
ties against them. Returns from the 
provinces received up to this time—9%:50 p. m. 
—continue to disclose in every direction the 
defeat of the national liberals and thd successes 
of popular candidates of various stripes. Per- 
haps the most surprising feature of this activity 
of popular element is the lively reappearance 
of the volks party or democrats, in all districts 
where the socialists did not put up candidates. 
We shall not have full and reliable returns to- 
night. For those we must wait until Mon- 
day. 


BISMARCK PLANNING. 
Prince Bismarck is alreafly actively plan- 
ning and negotiating for a reconstruction of 
the government majority by the manipulation 
of parties. In his new scheme, the center party 
will replace the national liberal party, as that 
stood in the cartel. The elections have resulted 
in the full restoration of the prince’s. control 
over the emperor. The chancellor never se- 
riously intended to retire, but would have re- 
tired than have played the part of a figure- 
head. His giving out of the purpose to resign 
called the emperor’s attention to the fact that 
that would be the logical consequence of his 
separating himself entirely from the chancel- 
lor, and doubtless led him to reflect upon what 
he was to do without him. As 
soon as the adverse result of 
the elections was perceptible this reflection 
must have loomed up as one of serious mo- 
ment, and all this has led to the emperor’s un- 
qualified adhesion to the prince’s parliament- 
ary tactics. Daily, for all time since first bal- 
lots, the emperor and chancellor have con- 
certed a scheme of playing the cester party as 
the basis of the government combination. ' 
The first measure showing the drift of the 
scheme is the revival of active relations with 
the vatican. In an important dispatch Prince 
Bismarck requests the pope’s opinions and his 
recommendations as to the details of restitu- 
tion to the Catholic clergy of the sums 
sequestrated during the culturkampf. The 
reports also credits the emperor with hav- 
ing written personally to the pope on close 


, connection of his proposed state of socialism 


with Christian socialism embodied in: papal 
allocutions. 

Another significant fact is that the North 
German Gazette throws over the na- 
tional liberals with the declaration 
thatthe two great parties—conservatives and 
centrists—have come through the electoral 
conflict intact and are pledged to maintain 
the progress already madein social reforms 
and to initiate and carry out new reforms.

In addressing the council of state, at the 
close of today’s session, the emperor made 
confession, almost pathetic in its terms, and 
certainly so in its tone, as to how the supreme 
difticulties of the social problem had unfolded 
themselves to him since he had began the at- 
tempt to reach a practical solution of them. 
He declared that his aims were not ideal. He 
did not hope to discover some grand remedy for 
the cure of all social evils. He desired simply 
thata determined effort should be made to 
find means to satisfy the legal demands and 
just wishes of the working people. ‘These 
words.of the emperor deeply impressed those 
who heard them, and all unite in praising the 
emperor’s earnest assiduity. When presiding 
at the sessions of the council or over commit- 
tees, he does everything to expedite business. 
He draws up the lists of speakers, regulates 
the agenda and discharges the duties both of 
president and secretary. He worked yesterday 
eight hours continuously at business of the 
council of state and conference.

AN EARLY INVASION. 


Meeting Frontiersmen 
Texas. 

Utoprt1a, Tex., March 1.—[{Special.]—In 1842, 
General Adrian Wall left Mexico with an army 
of fifteen hundred men for an invasion of Texas. 
His objective point was San Antonio, then on 
the extreme frontier. This place fell without 
any resistance, and most of its citizens were 
captured. The night succeeding the capture, 
however, a brave horseman left the city, and 
avoiding the Mexican guards, dashed off to- 
wards the east to alarm the settlers along 
the valleys of the Guadalupe, San Marcas, 
and Colorado. The Texas pioneers were ever 
ready to nteet their Mexican foemen, and soon 
two hundred of them were marching under 
the gallant Matthew Caldwell. towards San 
Antonio. These were from the Guadalupe 
and San Marcas valleys. The messenger, 
however, like Paul Revere, still sped onward, 
and crossing the divide told his tale of invasion

to the hardy setthers of Colorado valley. As | 


soon as the news spread men began to 
collect, rifles were cleaned, provisions cooked 
and in a very short time fifty-two of them 
were in the saddle and calling for a leader to 
command them. 
A fearless and patriotic young man, named 
who had fought at San 
Jacinto, was chosen to the command, and the 
men, og taking leave of their families 
(many of them to never greet them again), 
were soon marching toward the west. In the 
meantime General Caldwell had advanced to 
the Sallado creek, about seven miles from San 
Antonio, and awaited the invaders to give him 
battle, as his force was too small to assault the 
town. -Two daring rangers, Jack Hays and 
Henry McCulloch; with a small band of men, 
boldly advanced to the town, and when 
attacked drew the Mexicans out to Caldwell’s 
position and a general battle took place. 

Captain Dawson was met at Nash’s creek by 
one of Caldwell’s messengers, who urged them 
forward with all possible speed. With a loud 
cheer the men quickened their speed, urging 
their already tired horses on with whip and 
spur. a4 
pe the gallané men who rode that day 
with Dawson was one, a young fellow scarcely 
out of his teens, named Aulcy Miller, who fig- 
ured so conspicuously in the fearful tragedy 
which was soon to ensue. 

After crossing Cibilo creek, scouts were sent 
ahead to reconnoiter, and soon the booming of 
cannon was heard. The men urged their al- 
most played out horses into a weary gallop. 
There was one manin the company eighty 
years of age who that day galloped his horse 
many miles by the side of Dawson. At Mar- 
tinas creek the scouts were met coming back, 
who informed Dawson - that Caldwell 
was hotly engaged with the Mexi- 
cans on Sallado creek, two miles above 
the San Antonio road.

All at once the firing 
ceased in front, where Caldwell was engaged, 
and soon the low hills around were covered 
with Mexican soldiers, both cavalry and in- 
fautry. The truth now dawned upon Dawson, 
that the Mexican army was between him and 
Caldwell, and that he had actually penetrated 
their lines. He sup the Mexicans to be 
on the west side of the creek, next to San An- 
tonio, when they, instead, had crossed the 
creek and attacked Caldwell from the east.

The Miserable Death of a Clever Outcast- 
Punches and Roulette. 
From the Chicago Herald. 

Christmas day, 1887, was bright, sharp and 
sunny—in Chicago, at all events. It fellona 
Sunday. 

About 10 o’clock a fine looking man drove 
up in a cab, sent in his luggage and registered 
as F. Dickens. He was a slight, well-knit fele 
low of medium height—up to 5 feet 10—and 
turning the scale at 150 pounds. His brown 
ish-red hair was short cut; he wore red chim 
whiskers; his eyes were grayish blue, and 
were peculiarly bright. 

Frances Goeffrey Dickens at 46 looked much 
as his father did at the same age; a trifle 
smaller, perhaps, and lighter in complexion. 

When one is in Chicago one does as the Chi- 
cagoans should not do. Perhaps she does ag 
they do not.do. Itis a city of churches, but 
churches dé not satisfy all the aspirations of 
one who is infected with Fleet street microbes. 
Frank Dickens looked for other amusements 
and found them. One usually can find them, 
Punches are brewed the world over; the rou. 
lette wheel rolls in Chicago with the same old 
whirl that it has at Monte Carlo or Ottawa. 

And $5,000 isa very small sum of money 
anyway. It is hard to get, as poor Tom Hood 
said, but harder to hold. 

One bleak January day Frank Dickens woke 
up “‘broke.’? Cleanliness may be next to god- 
liness, but a man feels. anything but godly 
when he “‘cleaned out.’’ Dickens lay in bed 
and meditated. He rang for ice-water. 

There are many things in the world that 
stand out; sounds that no music can equal. 
Of these the pleasantest is the rattle of the ice 
in the jug as the bell-boy comes down the cor-_ 
ridor toward the room on a dull, feveriaR 
morning. Itis an inspiration—almost a re 
ligion. 

It spurred Dickens on the sensibie plan of 
going to London. 

Why not? 

There were sisters and brothers there; a 
home circle; old friends and good companions, 
There one might start on a life of sobriety, 
propriety and domesticity. The idea was fas- 
cinating. Végtue, oddly enough, always ig fas- 
cinating—in the morning. e 

And then, of course, the question arose of 
the means of carrying out this wise and moral 
resolution. 

Luck takes care of the victims of Fleet 
street. Heron, his old body servant, with 
thrifty business sense had saved his money 
and come to Chicago. He opened a restaurané 
on West Madison street, near Union street. 
Many people know it; itis on the north side 
of the street, Dickens went tohim. At that 
time he had a very handsome watch—given 
him by old comrades who had gone through 
those dark and fierce daysin Bengal. ‘‘Heron,” 
he said, “I want $200; keep my watch till IE 
send for it. .Lam going to London.” ° 

“To London, Mr. Dickens ?’’ 

“Yes, I’ve thrown up my commission. 
going home, Heron, home.’’ 

BROKE! IN A CHICAGO GAMBLING HELL! 

Dickens came over to Clark street. As he 
rode over he debated the situation. One can 
hardly travel from Chicago to London on S200 
and travel in the way that one wishes to travel. 
Fleet street gives one peculiar ideas. The 
economic pendulum oscillates between pictar- 
esque poverty and opulent riot. There is no 
middle course. If one has $200 one can hardly 
be expected to ‘‘go steerage’’—as Layard Tay- 
lor and Robert Louis Stevenson and other peme 
men have done. But, again, it is not enough 
in the other case. 

There is a gambling saloon on Clark street, 
near Madison street. Some day it, may be 
closed up.

THE STORY OF THE BRIGADE IN 
PRISON, 


The Stay and Treatment at Rock Island— 
The Famous Escape of Forney Holt— 
Incidentsof War Times. 


a ee een enn 


Old residents*of Atlanta will remember 
that Walthal’s brigade, consisting of the 
Twenty-fourth, Twenty-seventh, Twenty- 
ninth, Thirtieth and Thirty-fourth Missis- 
sippi regiments was stationed here during the 
months of Jyly and August 1863. They will 
also remember the high state of discipline and 
solidierly bearing of these seasoned veterans, 
who participated-in all the active campaiging 
of the army of the Tennessee. 

They left Atlanta twenty-seven hundred 
strong to rejoin Bragg, September 9th. On 
the 18th, 19th and 20th they were engaged 
continuously in the battle of Chickamauga. How 
they fought the reader can judge when I say 
that at the close of the battle their ranks were 
60 thinned that the five regiments were con- 
solidated ‘into two, the Twent; -fourth, 
Twenty-seventh and Twenty.ninth: jorming 
one, and the Thirtieth and: Thirty-fofth the 


other.  Y 

Two months later these two regimet¥s were 
picketing the west side of Lookout muntain. 
On the morning of November 
24th they found themselves “€ntirely 

“wunsupported. Mission Ridge had beef aband- 
oned to the enemy the evening befor& owing 
to the withdrawal of Longstreet’s corps té Knox- 
ville. The front picket line had orders to hold 
the positions until relieved ; but under:no cir- 
cumstances to bring on an engagement. 
Scarce!y had the mists of early morning eleared 
when immediately in front, on an erjinence 

ust beyond Lookout creek. could be seen two 
Ai batteries, where the day befo}e were 
oncy large brush-heaps. The two pick/ it lines 
oc upied opposite sides of the -creek, aril with 
the dawning of the day it was appara) that 
the good-nature:| badinage and surre;titious 
exchange of tobacco and papers whieh had 
been going on was at an end. Wherbne of 
our boys started to the creek to fill his Gfinteen 
a blue coat popped up his head and said, *John- 
nie, if you come any furtherI will shoot.’’ 
Johnnie took the hintand returned to hisplace. 
Soon where one enemy had formerly been 
feen four appeared. To add to the 
suspense and uncertainty no'’ orders 
came tothe ofticer of the guard, Lieufenant 
Cox, Company B, Twenty-uinth Mississippi. 

(HK STILLNESS BROKEN. 

A: gun now awakes the stillness, followed by 
another and another. The balls pass over the 
heads of those in front, but fall short of the 
reserve line or the side of the mountain. An 
answer comes from the ‘‘mocking bird,” as it 
was called by some of the boys, a huge gun in 
our rear. The shell falls short and explodes 
between our frent line and reserves. It is get- 
ting decidedly warm. A courier hurries down 
the side of the monntain and hands Lienten- 
ant Cox apaper. Soon the order passes from 
mouth to mouth: “Fail back to the reserve.”’ 

It is a thin line, the men being stationed ten 
paces apart, They can dart from tree to tree 
sorapidiy that a fusilade from the opposite 
side of the ereek fails to bring down a man. 
They begin to scrambie up the mountain, and 
get a parting salute from the batteries just un- 
masked. The gunners, however, haven't the 
range as yet, and not a man is left behind. 
The reserves are consolidated about half way 
up the mountain and stand at bay. The enemy 
keep up their fire steadily, while in the woods 
on the opposite side’of the creck large bodies 
of men can beseen moving forward in ‘‘close 
column by division.”’ The ring of ten thous- 
and axes can be heard behind a clump of low 
trees, and we know. the enemy is constructing 
a bridge. The axesccase. Away to our left 
and rear firing can be heard in terrific volleys. 
We listen—it is approaching closer and closer. 

Two miles more will bring it immediately be- 

hind us. The cannonade in our front now 
proceeds with re-doubled fury. Where the 
axes were heard, men are rapidly issuing and 
forming on this side of the creek. Our rifles 
are not idie, but hurl defiance in sharp notes 
te-the loud mouthed thunder. 

ANOTHER ENEMY. 

But hark! Another enemy speaks. Six 
long ranged rifled parrot guns 
open from Moccasin bend, across the Tennes- 
see, on our right, and rake our line ‘‘fore and 
aft,’’ to use a nautical expressions The balls 
from front might fall short or pass over our 
line, bat these dropped on the line somewhere. 
Again the words, ‘‘Fall back, boys!’ ring 
above the din. The men scatter, leap from 
crag to crag,all heading for the point of; the 
mountain, the oniy outlet. Where ‘Mr. 
Craven’s house sfinds, the road winds around 
to the right and the mountain rears so nearly 

erpendicular that a goat would miss his foot- 

ty to the left is Mr. Craven’s garden and a 
tuff just beyond. Before reaching the point, 

General Walthal (now senator from Missis- 

sippi) approaches afoot, Two horses haye al- 
ready been slain under him. Now, all the 
guns are concentrated on the road immedi- 
ately at the bend. The ground is literally 
plowed up. A dash is made. The men re- 
coil. It is like going through the jaws of 
death. They face around to seek another ave- 
nue—Hooker’s and ‘Osterhaus’s grand divis- 
ions, about thirty thousand strong, cover the 
side of the mountain—and now our old citizens 
may see in imagination the twenty-five hun- 
dre] Mississippians, who so proudly paraded 
their strects a couple of morrths before,reduced 
to six hundred and fifty, and also to 

PRISONERS OF WAR. 

Retracing their steps down the mountain 
they camped in the valley and that night could 
sadiy behold the camp-fires of the vietors 
where their own burned the night before. 
They were placed on a transport, sent down 
the Tennessee river to Bridgeport, and from 
thence to Rock Island via Nashville and Louis- 
Ville. = 

As the reader is aware, Rock Island is about 
three miles long by a mile and a half 
wide, situated in the Mississippi river, 
bétween the cities of Rock Island, Ill., and 
Davenport, Iowa. Although the course of 
the river is from north to south here it makes 
@ curve which throws the island east ‘gnd 
west. The river forks at the east end, and 
sluggishly crawling around the south/| side, 
forms what is known as the “slough.’’ On 
the south bank, opposite the west end, is the 
city of Rock Island, Il]. The waters of the 
main branch sweep majestically around on 
the north of the island, and unite with’ the 
other branch at the west, both to be evetually 
swallowed up the Gulf of Mexico. Dayen- 
port sits on the north bank. Both cities are 

connected with the island by railroad bridges. 
But as we are not concerned with these we 
will proceed to 
ROCK ISLAND PRISON, : 
and behold our boys in the isolation and irk- 
someness of captivity. 

A brief description of the prison is in order 
here. It is located in the center of the island. 
From the outside you can see a square ericlos- 
ure. Thefenceis of thick oak planks and about 
twenty-five feet high. Within four and a half 
feet of the top is a parapet about two feet wide 
and on this the ceaseless tread of sentinels is 
never hushed. At the west side is an immense 
gate—on either side of it you may see arms 
stacked and men in fuli uniform lounging 
about. You can also, if you observe, notice two 

sentinels on duty. Men in wagons, driven’ by 
men in blue uniforms, are continually passing, 
the gate being opened on a signal from the of- 
ficer of the day. 

But the inside interests us more than the 
outside, so we will pass in imagination and 
view the surroundings. As we enter, a wide 
thoroughfare is presented to-our view; extend- 
ing to the fence on the opposite side. To the

THE DEAD LINE. 

If you stay here long you will learn to re- 
spect it. 

If you are quick at figures you will have 
ascertained ere thss that there are ninety-six 
buildings, or “barracks,” as they are called, 
and when I tell you that each accommodates 
one hundred and twenty men, you know that 
the prison will entertain eleven thousand five 
hundred and twenty souls. This gives you na 
idea of 

THE BULL PEN. 

So we will present you to Walthal’s men as 
they are ushered into its hospitable grip(pe) 
eieven days after the incidents narrated on 
Lookout mountain. 

All military men and some civilians know 
that the roll of acompany is arranged alpha- 
betically. The roll of our six hundred.and 
fifty heroes was arranged in the same manner. 
Commencing with A the first hundred and 
twenty called were marched into barrack 1}, 
the next into barrack 2, and soon until the 
were all housed. Upon entering the barrac 
they found guards at the door, and 
were informed that the post 
commander would visit them soon 
and explain the prison rules. While 
awaiting his august presence, suppose we take 
a hasty survey of the interior as we did of the 
exterior. ; 

At the lower end of the room about twenty- 
five feet is partitioned off. Near the center is 
a square coal stove surmounted by a forty gal- 
lon caldron—this is the kitchen. Returning to 
the main hall, we tind it arranged for bed- 
room, drawing-room, -parlor, reception room 
and library‘ for the number justentered. A 
double row of bunks extend the entire length 
of the hall on both sides. They are arranged 
in sections, four bunks to the section, and 
fifteen sections on each side. A space, the 
width of the window, divides each section, 
allowing the occupants room to get in and out 
of the bunks. These spaces also serve as pri- 
vate parlors, work shops, studios, etc. 

Now, the prison officials return and the pris- 
oners fall in line with backs to the bunks. A 
sentry stands ateither end and. a sergent in 
front. A -_pompous looking man with a 
sweeping, reddish moustache, wearing the 
shoulder eae ofamajor enters accompanied 
by two subaltens. They are clad in gar- 
ments suitable for a hyporborean region, as if 
in mockery of the famished unfortunates be- 
fore them, many with, threadbare jackets, 
never warm and not void of oles. To add 
to their discomfort no food passed their mouths 
for tifty bours. 

PRISON RULES. 

The first mentioned officer, Major Schaff- 
ner, provost marshal of the prisonsaid : ‘‘Youare 
our prisoners and I want you to understand we 
neither give nor take insults. You have been 
captured with arms in your hands and by 
rights have forfeited your lives, but the gov- 
ernment humanely spares them for the pres- 
ent. This ‘sergenf (indicating {the fedora! 
sergent) will be in command of this “barrack 
and you may select an orderly from among 
yourselves, whose duty will be the same as 
in your army, ex@pt that he will be 
subordinate to the sergeant incharge. His 
duty will be to make out requisitions, keep a 
list of the sick and those in hospitals; and ex- 
ercise a supervision over the barrack. We do 
not select him as a spy;-but, as much for your 
convenience as ours, so you had better select 
your best man. Your rations will be the same 
as our own soldiers receive. You will have all 
opportunity to wash your clothing and have 
the freedom-of the enclosure between reveille 
and taps.~ Do not keep alight burning after 
taps, at 9 e’clock, or the guards will fire into 
the barracks. Do not go near the dead line or 
you will be shot from the parapet. You will 
be allowed to write to your friends, but it must 
be in.a clear, legible hand, and cover only: one 
page of note paper. ‘These will be examined, 
and, if approved and stamped, will be mailed, 
if within our military lines. If without, they 
will be forwarded under flag of truce, 
when we receive letters from our prisoners. 
Your money is yourown. Wearenot robbers. 
but it will be retained at headquarters, and 
the commissary of prisoners will give you a 
receipt for the same. You can order anything 
you may desire to purchase through him on 
blanks which he will furnish you. 

‘*We regret to hear that you have been with- 
out food and also that owing to a misunder- 
standing as to the time of your arrival we are 
not prepared to issue you rations until 
morning. _For the same reason you will have 
todo without coal tonight. The scraps of 
lumber left by the carpenters you can burn in 
the stove, but be careful of fire,”’ 

THE GREAT MORTALITY. 

The officers withdrew and the inmates had 
to face the bitter nigh, suffering with hunger 
and suddenly transported into an artic climate 
almostin mere shreds, without fire or bed- 
clothes, isitany wonder that the mortality 
surpassed that of Andersonville? This 
brigade was the first to enter the prison, 
but it filled rapidly, and _ inside of 
six months the writer Saw the 
three thousand five hundredth number on a 
board which marked a grave. 

A prison isa fine field for observation and 
reflection. If one harbors a love for the Uto- 
pian idea of absolute equality under the fos- 
tering influence of a paternal government, 
this is the place to see it tested. Here all are 
equal, nobody has to. work, no privileged 
classes exist, no special favors are granted, but 
what is the result. I venture to say that in- 
side of three months, these men were moving 
in aS many grooves, as the people of At- 
lanta today, each selecting his path according 
as he was attracted by taste, habit, inclina- 
tion, congeniality, intelligence or other causes 
unknown, perhaps, to themselves. What is 
true of individuals, society, and localities in 
Atlanta, is true of individuals, societies and 
barracks in Rock Island. 

Of course; where men are thrown together 
by lottery, as it were, this difference does not 
exist in reality; but the idea I would convey is 
that. a great mind like that of a Toombs, a Hill 
or a Grady will impress itself on an entire sec- 
tion, so a bright genius in a barrack stamps 
upon it his own individuality. Hence, we find 
this ‘distinguished as a seat of learning, 
that hasa flavor of the law. In another the 
mechanics’ arts prevail ; trade, trafficspecula- 
tion, ete., flourish in different places, each 
finding its channel as naturally as the moun- 
tain torrent meanders through the vale in ruts 
and grooves formed by its own momentumn— 
but we digress. ; 

Let us skip from this cold December day to 
May 13, 1863. Why select May 15th? Simply 
because itisan eventful day. Itis the anni- 
versa ofj Forney Holt’s trial 
heinous offense of wearing a biled shirt. 
It is also memorable as the anniversary 
of his escape from the prison. As we con- 


‘tinue our walk I will now call to your notice the 


most notable inmates of Rock Island. Ah! 
here comes one. Let me call your attention 
to 
THE GENERAL. 
He isacharacter. You will recognize him 
as a good likeness of one of Bill Nye’s pic- 
tures—with a fringe of silvered hair around 
behind his ears, a tuft falling over his fore- 
head like a cow-lick, and a goatee which 
has a tendency to project to the front. 
are surprised at his stunning ap- 
His coat, waistcoat and  panta- 
s are turned inside out. Blaecking 
box lids serve for regulation military buttons 
on his coat; an immense beef rib dangles by a 
string from his pantaloon’s pocket, in lieu of 
guard and seal, and a worn-out tin bucket 
furnishes material to make a major-general’s 
stars. With all his oddities, he is one of the 
keenest wits in the prison. He is a professional 
witness in the Kangaroo court (of which 
we will learn more anon) and a great favorite 
with the judge and bar. The ‘‘General”’ hails 
from ‘‘Arkansaw,’’ and his name is Theepolis 
Tutt. His strange attire is explained by the 
fact that the prison authorities sent in 
some federal uniforms to clothe 
the prisoners who were nearly naked, and cut 
off the coat buttons and trimmed the tails to 
prevent the rebs from masquerading ; but this 
did not exactly meet Lute’s idea-of disguising 
the yankee uniform. As we talk let us move. 
It is not healthy to stand, it is against the 
ruels. Observe that rotund figure with brisk 
steps, open countenance, clear eye and glossy 
hair and beard. Notice hay clean and greasy 
hisghoes are, except two small blotches of 
Rock Island mud. They are carefully plas- 
tered there to hide the cracks in the leather.

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THE FIRST DAY OF SPRING THE 
COLDEST DAY OF THE YEAR. 


Frosts in Georgia—Bad Outlook for 
Fruits—The Cold Snap in 
- Atlanta. 


The 


Snow om the streets—on the first day of 
spring, after winter was gone without one 
flake of snow. 

The cold ‘snap was a surprise, and the busiest 
tradesmen, yesterday were the coal merchants. 

After supper the streets were almost desert- 
ed, and it looked more like Sunday night than 
Saturday. 

The bartooms and billiard rooms were closed 
early, and- customers were few. The barber 
shops, where Saturday night is usually the 
busiest time of the week, were idle. 

Snow hegan falling about seven, and the 
wind was‘raw and blustering. 

The oe was too light to cover the ground, 
but out-of-doors was freezing cold. 

The street scenes were a striking contrast to 
the light spring and summer displays in 
the shop windows all up wid down deserted 
Whitehall and Peachtree. 

The temperature in Atlanta yesterday morn- 
ing was 28, and there was a good deal of ice 
about the.city. Thisis colder weather than 
we have had in years at this advanced stage of 
the season. In the memory of our grand pa- 
rents thore was a time after corn was up 
when there came a cold Friday that killed the 
crops. The signal service sent out through 
the Associated Press  yeste morn- 
ing astatement showing the coldest weather 

by a dozen or more degrees that has been re- 
corded sinee the bureau was established. All 
over thé west and southwest this was true. 
The yoy on aoe was followed by a prediction of 
frost in Georgia within forty-eight hours, with 
a ibility of some frost in northern Florida. 

his may be aserious thing to the southern 
part of this state. In north and middle 
Georgia’ very few fruit trees haye bloomed 
and this cold weather will hold back the buds 
and blodims still longer—the very thing desired 
by the large peach growers like Judge Cun- 
ningham, whohas 30,000 to 40,000 trees at 
Grittin. A week ago the big orchards below 
Macon had not bloomed, but the pear trees 
about Cuthbert, Dawson, Smithville and 
Thomasville ‘were white. The chances are 
that the peach crop in most of Georgia is not 
far enough forward to be seriously hurt. 

Since yesterday morning the wind, which 
blew from the northwest, attained unusual ve- 
locity. All day it blew from twenty to thirty 
milesan hour. This intensified the effect of 
the low temperature, which ordinarily would 
not have seemied so severe. By yesterday af- 
ternoon the thermometer had risen to about 
thirty-six, and the barometer had fallen to 
its normal position. Toward night the effect 
of a second and more intense cold wave began 
to be felt, and by 11 o'clock the streets were 
swept by a howling blizzard. At that time 
the ground was covered with something that 
glistened like a heayy frost, It was a light 
dry snow that fell in minute particles after 
dark 

Signal Service Improvements. 

Mr..John Fitzgerald, the new observer of 
the Atlanta signal service station, is making 
vigorous efforts to ee the city what she de- 

serves-in the way of weather reports. 

During Mr. Easby Smith’s stay here, the 
signal service furnished weather maps every 
morning, but for more than a year past no 
maps were made out regularly at this station. 
Those .distributed here were from Augusta, 
Where they were made out the night before. 
After the first of April the old schedule will 
be résumed, and maps will be issued every 
morftiing from the Atlanta office to the press, 
postoftice and cotton offices. This will give, 
at 10 a. m. every day, a picture of the weather 
all over the country two hours before. 

Atlanta still lacks a great deal that the Cin- 
cinnati, St. Louis, Chicago and other stations 
have. 

The chief signal officer has determined to 
make this a first-class station, and has begun 
sending additional instruments here already. 
One of them is a register which shows temper- 
ature, wind and rainfal], registering the num- 


ber of minntes tha wind blows every time it | 


charges its direction. , 

A short time ago an inspector visited the 
station, and when he made his report, Mr. 
Fitzgerald was invited to recommend what he 
considered necessary additions to the service 
here. Hesuggested tye morning map which has 
been ordered made out as soon as the new ma- 
chinery and materiel can be supplied, about 
four weeks hence. Mr. Fitzgeraid will take 
pleasure in giving any information he can or 
in doing anything in his power to benfit the 
pubtie. 

What Atlanta now needs is the full double 
daily report sent to first-class stations. This 
will give the full data necessary to morning 
and evening forecasts. The Atlanta station 
gets the morning report from which the morn- 
ing map will be made, but the evening report 
is very meager. In orderto keep up with both 
reports and make two maps a day Mr. Fitzger- 
ald has asked the bureau for two assistants. 
At pfesent he oniy has one. While Atlanta, 
a cit of 90,000 people, has only two 
men at the station, Memphis has three, Gal- 
vestor four, and most of the first-class stations 
four er five. 

Last‘summer, General Greely began a new 
olicy of local forecasts which will undoubtedly 
e the cue to better predictions. On the first 

of July, he anthorized twenty-eight selected 
men to make local forecasts of the weather, 
and subsequently a few observers were given 
authority to make forecasts] of temperature 
also. This additional authority was given to 
Mr. Fitzgerald the latter part of January. 
The chief of the signal service recognizes the 
fact that local conditions have 
much to do with the weather, and 
it is difficult for those who must keep the 
weather of the whole country constantly be- 
fore them to enter into the many local condi- 
tions likely to modify general results in any 
given locality. Undoubtedly the policy of the 
future wi!l be to increase the capacity and re- 
sponsibility of the men in charge of stations 
and to allow them to put forth forecasts to the 
publie-ef their respective communities. 

For sometime there has been a disposition in 
congress to transfer the weather bureau_ from 
the army to the civilservice. General Greely 
has heretofore opposed the transfer, but if is 
now understood that he favors the change, and 
it is very likely that it will be made by con- 
gress at the present session. -If the transfer 
should be made the agricultural department 
would get the signal service. Uncle Jerrp 
Rusk is enthusiastic on the subject, and be- 
fore the year is out he will no doubt be smiling 
through the clouds that the weather clerk 
orders about 80 ag among 

General Greely has recommended that the 
standard of efliciency be raised with a propor- 
tional advance ,in ay. With this 
change and the amplification of local 
forecasts, the signal rvice will un- 
doubtedly become more efficient and 
popular. General Greely would be able in 
the change to shake off the incompetent 
ofticers he has complained of and the wild pre- 
dictions would be fewer and leas lavighabie.

Russia Marching On, 

Despite her internal struggle with the ni- 
hilists and other revolutionary classes, Rus- 
sia continues to steadily carry out the foreign 
policy of Peter the Great. 

Russian troops are facing the’ frontiers of 
India. They are looking towards Constanti- 
nople, and the ezar’s fleet is impatient to sail 
in the Persian gulf. 

These signs of the times cannot be mis- 
taken. Already Russia has takem possession 
of central and northern Asia, from the Ural 
mountains to the Pacific.

If nothing oc- 
curs to check her ogward march there are 
men now living who will see her flag floating 
over the city of Constantine, her armies 
swarming into India, and her fleets disputing 
Engiand’s claim as the mistress of the seas.

Worse Than Sallivan. 

Senator Blair has again taken occasion to 
jump on the American press because it has 
not printed the speech which he has been 
delivering for thirteen days, and which is 
still in course of delivery, with no symptoms 
that it will be brought to a close as long as 
congress remains in session. 

His complaint is directed not only against 
the newspaper press of the country, but 
against the reporter of the Associated Press 
who has failed to transmit to the journals 
he serves a full report of Mr. Blair’s speech.

Bat my 
wife was not at home and I don’t 
generally interfere with her departinent with 
out orders, andso I walked with him to the 
kitchen and asked Mrs. Sicily Mims if she had 
any cold victuals for a wayfaring man, though 
a fool, and she looked at him with undisgnised 
disgust and said she “lowed maybe she could 
find something. While he was feasting I 
asked him why he dident go down 
to Mr. Gilbert’stinshop and ask for werk. 
He smiled again and said he dident 
have tiine to stay long in_ one 
place and he could do better by mending tin 
along the road. He thanked me wery politely 
for his victuals, and made a bow to Mrs. Mims 
and limped away. Mrs. Mims remarked that 
she was gwine to lock up the kitchen tonight, 
that that man wasent afterno good. “He’sa 
yankee,” said I, ‘‘and foute for you, I reckon.’’ 

‘Better go back whar-he come from,’’ said 
she. “Get enough poor white trash of our 
own what wont work for a livin.”’ 

He was the ‘first traveling beggar I have 
seen in years. What a blesesd country we 
livein; a country Without beggars. We can’t 
even sustain a poor house in Bartow county, 
a county containing twenty-five thousand peo- 

le. Can’t get enough poor people to patron- 
it to make it respectable. Where can you 
find aregion whose providence has been as 
generous to the laboring man: a region where 
the toilers and bread-winners can get a doi- 

a day and live well on a_ fourth 
it? Where is healthy labor’ so 
well rewarded? Joe Brown works a 
hundred or so at his mines-—not in mines away 
down in the ground—not in dangerous shafts, 
or fire damp, or foul atmosphere, but in the 
hillsides with the heavens in sight, and as 
most of them live in our town and want to go 
tothe night meetings and enjoy themselves, 
old_J oe hauls them out on his train every 
mornhing-and hauls them back at night. Talk 
about the poor, oppressed negro of the 
south ! I asked a New York man 
about the New York negro and he 
said that their condition was very miserabte 
compared with the negro here. In New York 
city thev are confined to three streets, Sulli- 
van, Bleeker and Thompson and their families 
never go out of that quarter and white folks 
never goirit. They pass thoughit, of course, 
but they ddh’t stop. The negro men hire out 
by the day or the week as porters or as waiters 
in certain hotels. Most every occupation 1s 
shut against them. They used to be 
barbers but the Germans have 
run themout of that business and now the 
Italians are running the Germans out. The 
negro used to drive the cabs and busses, but 
you never see one with the reins now unless it 
be on the private carriage of a southern gen- 
tleman—an old slave-owner, of course. You 
never see a negro conductor of a street car or 
on the elevated railway. You neyer see one 
as a guest in the great hotels. They are avoid- 
ed inthe city railroad cars. Passengers will 
sit by a dirty Italian rather than by a clean, 
well-dressed negro. It seems to be a prejudice 
against contact and itigsuniversal. The broad- 
est philamthropy will not overtome it. When 
the Methodists had their great conference two 
years ago the white members were provided 
for in the best private houses in the city, but 
the negro bishons were sent tothe negro ho- 
tels. You never sce a negro sitting with the 
whites at achurch or a theater or a restaur- 
ant. Theirchildren do not mix with white 
children at the schools. They have their own 
churches and theirown schools. These negroes 
in New York and their ané¢estors have 
been living there for a century 
and have made no progress, no adyance in the 
arts or sciences or inventions or in the higher 
rofessions or occupations. They are good, 
aw-abiding citizens and give no trouble—not 
aS much trouble as the Italians or the: Irish. 
Some call this prejudice, but it is not preju- 
dice. Itisthe law of natural repulsion and 
affects all ciasses. In Providence, Kh. I., there 
is a large population of negroes—not black 
negroes nor fiat-nosed. They seem to have 
come from a different tribe and country, They 
are of a copper color and are good, comely 
specimens Of manhood and womanhood, but 
they live to themselves and have their 
see pgp part of the city. They do not mix. 
~ublic opinion is against it. The doors of all 
avocations and professions are by law open to 
them, but in fact are closed against them. In 
former times they welcomed you in every town 
at the sign of the red, white and blue; but they 
don’t now. 

I was ruminating over this because Haynes 
Miler sent me my blacksmith’s bill this 
morning and I paid it. For thirteen years I 
have been patronizing him because he was a 
good smith anda good negro. We have white 
smiths here, but our* people do not quit the 
biack smiths. In fact, they have the run of 
the custom. And soitis with negro carpen- 
ters, and masons, and gardeners, and cooks, 
and washwomen, and barbers, and draymen. 
In all such occupations the southern negro 
really gets the advantage. As tenants upon 
the farms and as teamsters and miners he gen- 
erally is preferred. His race condition at the 
south is better and happier than the 
laboring classes of the Trish or 
German or Italian or the Swede. None 
of ‘them wha ve ween able to drive the 
negro from his friends or his friends from the 
negro. I never saw a good negro who did not 
have as many friends as he wanted. They 
can always get work at good wages and are 

rotected and defended against oppression.

Captain Forbes is also taking active meas- 
ures to have the military companies 
of the state well -represented and he 
teports good success as faras he has gone. 

Mr. Frank T. Ryan has written the follow- 
ing letter to Genéral D. H. Reynolds, of 
Arkansas, who is his personal friend and old 
commander. General Reynolds commanded 
a brigade in Walthall’s division, and was one 
of the bravest officers in the confederate army.

-ing to the laws of nature it will not be much longer 
fore we will be compelled to step. down 
and ont, and =in_ all =~probability this 
will be the last agp arg | of seeing 
and being with each other. It will be one-quarter 
of acentury, or twenty-five years, since Johnston 
surrendered at Bentonville, and it is our intention 
to have a general reunion. It is thought that the 
most of them will accept the invitation, and will 
be present. In connection with the general invi- 
tation herein enclosed, I herewith extend to you a 
special one, and ask that yon make my-house your 
home during your stay, as nothing. would afford 
me more pleasure than to welcome you to our city, 
and have you break bread under my own vine and ° 
fig tree. In and around our city there are several 
places of note, and to you would be of interest; 
‘on the very spot where the battle of the 22d July, 
1864, was fought, and where General Walker on 
our side, and General McPherson on the federal, 
were killed, is a lovely park, through which the 
old ditches and redoubts have been preserved. I 
trust that 2 will give this your serious consid- 
eration and make up your mind tocome. I will 
anxiously look for an answer and hope it will be 
favorable.
